The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 30 
and 32-35 are allowable for the following reasons: The rejection of record was already 
5 references and the motivation tenuous at best. The amendment would require 
moving the vent to the reservoir or adding a second vent at the reservoir. While having 
a hydrophobic vent in a fluid reservoir to remove air and prevent fluid loss is known 
individually, it would be another modification to the combination of references. As such, 
it is the examiner's opinion that when viewing the totality of circumstances, there is no 
motivation to piece together all of the elements to arrive at the claim limitations
